TF test scores top state averages

'TWIN FALLS - Annual standardized 
test scores released Thursday show mixed 
re^ts in the Magic Valleys largest s^ool 
districts, with .educators pointing to reform 
efforts as the path to improving student 
achievement. 

Twin Falls School District students 
scored well above state and national, ave^ 
ages on the basic skills tests taken in 
grades three through 11. Superintendent 


Terrell Donicht attributed 
the rise to. efforts started - In the da 
in 1995. The district has . ^ 

told teachers what stu- AtOUnd th 
dents roust know at each 
grade level 'districtwide and uses assess* 
_mcncs_to monitor .student progress.' 

Twin Falls' combined scores on math, 
language and reading portions of the test 
this yeor ranged from the 61st percentile 
in the ninth grade to the 90th percentile in 
the fourth grade while the district's 1995 
results ranged from a low in the Slst per*'

“50 in a minute" drills for two years, said 
Mike Brown, who handles district testing. 


Third-graders at Jefferson Elementary 
School scored at the 99th percentile in 
' math computation and third-graders dis- 
trictwide scored at the 90lh percentile. 

Spelling traditionally has been a state 
weakness and is one for Jerome, too, 
Brown said. .District spelling scores ranged 
from the 41st percentile at the fifth grade 
to the 60th percentile at the third grade. 

Brown said after a preliminary look at 
Jerome’s scores; students appear to have

"BOISE~A~3rop in foundation 
grant money for school districts 
won’t have much effect on how 
legators and education officials 
allocate money for the state’s 
schools. 

“I don’t think we should let 
what the free market does with 
the Albertson Foundation affect 
how we make decisions on the 
state level," said Fred Tilman, R- 
Boise, chairman of the House 
Education Committee. . 

With Albertson’s grocery chain 
stock prices dropping nearly half 
their value over the past year, the 
J.A. and Kathryn Albertson 
Foundation will have to scale 
. back its grants after doling out 
about $55 million to Idaho school 
districts and the state in 1998. 

The foundation relics on the 
market 'value of Albertson’s Inc's 
stock to fund its projects and 


Lawmakers prpbal 
loss of Albertson Jr 

stock prices have dropped more 
than SO percent since last year ' 
after its $8.3 billion purchase of 
American Stores. The value of 
the stock in the endowment 
plunged from $1.2 billion in 1998 
to less than $600 million at the 
end of last year. . 

“It was somewhat predictable * 
that this could and likely would 
happen,’-’- Tilman said. 

Because the foundation sends 
most of its money directly to the 
districts through grants, the 
state’s coffers will not be impact- 
ed much, said Allison Westfall, a 
spokeswoman for the state’s 
Deportment of Education. 

The foundation. will meet any 
commitments already made by its 
board, but new projects will be 
select^ carefully.

Funding for tite Magic Valley 
area's professional-technical 
academy, the Advanced Regional 
Technical Education Coalition, 
will continue. ARTEC received a 
three-year, $4.8 million grant 
from the foundation in March 
1999. 

Despite the huge amount of 
money the foundation has 
pumped into. the education sys- 
tem, it never intended to become 
anything more than a supplement 
to state spending and the founda- 
tion will dawhaiever.lt has to do 
to meet obligations already made, 
said Chris Latter, d 'foundation 
spokeswoman. 

“It’s just one of the things 
that's'going to happen >viih tlus 
foundation," Tilman said. 

• State Rep. Doug Jones, R-Filcr, 


one of three Magic Valley law- 
' makers on the Legislature’s two 
education committees, said the 
AJOertson Foundation money was 
' never intended to finance pro- 
. jects long-term. The funding 
serves as seed money for a few 
special foundation priorities, such 
as teacher mentoring and voca- 
tional and technical programs. 

“It’s been a huge benefit," 
Jones said.-“It’s been something 
above and beyond what the state 
could do." 

Jones said fostering local sup- 
port for .the pro^m.s has always . 
been important to tlie foundation. 

“Albeitson’s has not generally 
funded any of these things 100 
percent," he said. “They’ve 
always expected local money to 
be included, too." 

The most notable project that 
will be piit on hold is a profession- 
al-technical academy for high 
school students in the Lewiston 
area.

Abraham fidgeted and doodled 
' on a yellow le^ pad during the 
‘ judge’s 20.ininutc speech, 
r “Perhaps for a few juveniles, 
■get tough’ is the only answer,” 
Moore said. “ But for the majori- 
ty, it is- not. For most youngsters 
the juvenile justice system is a far 
better alternative than the adult 
correctional ^stem.” 

New laws enacted 10 months 
before Abraham was charged 
allow prosecutors to_ charge juve- 
niles - regard!^ of their age - as 
adults for certain crimes. That 
allows a judge to sentence juve- 
niles to adult prisons. 


A problem with the law, Moore 
said, was that it set no age limit. 
“To take it to the absurd, an 
infant could be tried as an adult 
under the current law,” 

Some people have voiced the 
opinion that system failed 
Abraham, who had been in trou- 
ble with the law numerous times 
but never got any substantial 
help or courtscling. 

Moore ordered Abraham, who 
shot and killed Ronnie Greene 
Jr., 18, outside a Pondac party 
store in Oaober 1997, to the W.J. ’ 
Maxey Training School near 
.Whitmore Lake, where he will be 
held until he turns 21 or Moore 


releases him earlier. 

Moore will review Abraham’s 
progress every six months. 

Abraham’s lawyers contended 
that Abraham was shooting at 
trees in Pontiac that October 
night, and that a bullet rico- 
cheted, striking Greene in the 
head and killing him. Prosecu- 
tors, however, say Abraham had 
bragged of his plans to shoot 
someone and took deadly aim. 

Moore could have sentenced 
die boy to priso^ or m a “blend- 
ed”‘sentence,”wh‘ere’h‘e' would 
spend his teen years in a juvenile

“We were responding to 
requests from judges. who wantcil 
more sentencing options. The 
problem with setting an age limit 
at say, like 14, is what happens, 
when you have a 13-ycar-old seri- 
al killer? Then you. set it at 13, 
and you have a 12-ycar-old serial 
killer.”

AIDS strikes more gay 
rninorities than whites 


ATLANTA (AP) - For the first 
time since AIDS captured the 
nation’s attention in the early 
1980s, more black and Hispanic 
gay men arc living with the dis- 
ease Uion arc white gay men. 

The Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention reported 
‘Thursday that minorities repre- 
sent 52 percent of 18,153 gay and 
bisexual men who were diag- 
nosed with AIDS in 1998. By con- 
trast, minorities represented 31 
percent in 1989. Black men made 
up one-third of the cases, while 
PUspanics represented 18 percent. 
Asian and Pacific Islanders made 
up 1 percent of the cases. 

Researchers at the CDC.said 
the report suggests that the stig- 
ma of homosexuality plays a role 
in spreading the disease among 
minority groups. Blacks arid 
Hispanics are less likely than 
whites to identify themselves as 
gay or seek AIDS prevention and 
treatment service.*;, they said. 

“Clearly, all the evidence sug- 


gests that it’s liurder to be a gay 
man of color in this society than it 
is to be a wliite gay man.” said Dr. 
Helene Gayle, director of the 
CDC’s national center for preven- 
tion of HIV, sexually iransmittcd 
diseases and luberculirsis. 

The report found that many 
black and Hispanic men who 
have sex mth men do not identify 
themselves as gay. In a survey of 
8,780 HlV-infect^ men who had 
sex with other men, researchers 
asked, "Do you. think .'of yourself ' 
* as: heterosexual,, homosexual, 
bisexual or other?” Nearly one 
quarter - 24 percent - of black 
men and 18 percent or Hispanics 
considered themselves heterosex- 
ual. Only 6 percent of wliite men 
in .the survey identified them- 
selves as heterosexual.

ATLANTA (AP) - Researchers 
using a technique called embryo 
splitting hope to grow genetically 
Identical rhesus moneys in the 
laboratory -a breakthrough that 
would enable experiments such 
as growing new organs from stem 
cells to be tested on monkeys 
rather than mice. Monkeys are 
closer to human'biology. 

The technique has so far pro- 
duced only one living rhesus 
monkey, a female named Tecra, 
but Professor Gerald Schatten 
said that four more twinned 
infants are on the way. 

Schatten, a researcher at the 
Oregon Health Sciences 
University in Portland, said the 
goal is to produce identical mon- 
keys that could be used to per- 
fect new therapies for human dis- 

The study appears today in the 
journal Science. .

keys would be more reliable in 
developing daring new tech- 
niques such as gene therapy or 
growing new organs from stem 
cells, said Schatten. 

"It is a huge leap from a mouse 
to a padent," said Schatten.

"Medical research needs to 
have healthy, genctically-identi- 
.cal animals so cures can be per- 
fected before they are tested on 
humans,** he said. 

In their research, Schatten and 
his colleagues created monkey 
embryos in the laboratory by 
combining sperm and egg. V^en 
the embryos grew to on eight-cell 
stage, they were each split into 
four pans, with each part con- 
taining two cells. -These were 
then nurtured into new embtyos. 

In effect, he said, the single 
embryo became four embryos, all

“This is not a one-year miracle, 
and we’re hoping we can sustain 
it,” Superintendent Terrell 
Donicht said Thursday. 

Growth has been realized in 
all grades since 1995, except for 
the eighth grade where achieve- 
ment levels remain the same, the 
district said. The greatest gains 
_oxer.ihe.past.four.ycars.are.seen.- 
in grades three and four, where 
scores have jumped by 35 per- 
centile points in each grade. 

The district said its scores 
show strong growth in math, the 
first subject tackled for improve- 
ment, with focus on memoriza- 
' don of Imsic facts including “50’ 
in’a minute” drills. Students 
must complete . 50 math prob- 
lems in one minute and advance 
at their own pace. 

The' district also reports enroll- 
ment in its advanced math class- 
— es.hasjnore.than.doublcd..sug-_ 
gesting more students oro being ' 
better equipped with the higher 
level thiriking skills needed for 
those classes. 

“The area we're least success- 
fulJn.is the one hardest-to 
change - that being reading,” 
Donicht said. Student achieve- 
ment in reading has increased at 
all but the ninth grade level 
since 1995. Reading scores this 
— yeararen’rbad.the'districrsays, — 
but leave room for improvement. 
They range from the 48th per- 
cen^e at the ninth grade to the 
— 77th-percentile-at-the-fourth— 
grade. The district has imple- 
mented intervention programs 
including elementary reading 
specialists,' new junior high read- ' 
ing programs, after-school tutor- 
ing and summer school. 

Donicht pointed out that the 
district has boosted student 
achievement with one of the low- 
est per pupil spending budgets 
in the nation. Idaho is ranked 
49th in the country in per pupil 
spending, and Twin FdUs S^ool 
District in 1997-98 was ranked 
100th out of 112 school districts 
in Idaho. The district spent 
53,950 in general maintenance 
and operoting money per pupil.

* a 4-ycar-old son to look after, 
friends say Greg and Loren

try location where neither the 
Forest Service nor The Canyons 
resort conduct avalanche control. 

The Mackays, who were skiing

apparently used a backcountry 
access gate and hiked about a

, ‘9,700 foot elevation in the 

• ■ Wasatch-Cache National Forest. 


A canyon ski patroller told the 
sheriff’s office he encountered 
the couple near the backcountry 
access point about noon Tuesday 
and “strongly discouraged" them 
from skiing there, said Summit 
County Sh^fs Lt. Joe Offret. 

The Mackays' bodies were 
found about 1:30 p.m. 
Wednesday, buried beneath the 
debris-filled snow of a slide that 
they likely triggered, Offret said. 

The slide was estimated to be 
about 600 feet wide, S feet deep, 
with a vertical drop of about 1,000 
feet. Forest Service avalanche 
forecaster Tom Kimbrou^ said.- 
This is the third year in a row that 


backcountry enthusiasts have 
died in snow slides along the 
Wasatch Front, he said. 

‘That ridge line gets a fair bit 
of traffic, but it’s steep, maybe 
37, 38 even 40 degrees,’^ 
Kimbrough said. “It wasn’t o 
' good idea to be there. It’s right on 
the Wasatch Crest, it was very 
heaviiy drifted and it was start- 
ing to warm up.” 

But Greg Mackay, 47, and his 
wife, Loren, 41 who ran a Florida- 
based scuba diving company horn 
their Fork City home, woidd not 
have taken a chance with their 
lives, said the couple’s neighbor 
John Benson.

Couple, county feud over deferred assessment 


MOYIE SPRINGS (AP) - A 
pair of world-renowned biolo^sts— 
are feuding with Boundary , 
-County commissioners over taxes 
on land now reserved for wildlife 
protection. 

Mark and Delia Owens, best- 
^known for their conservation - 
efforts in Africa, placed 464 acres 
of their own property into the

Department of Agriculture. The 
agMcy -purchased a conservation 
casi^ent to protect the wedahds 
'on the OwelB65’ property. 

But the payment the Owenses 
received was short $9,525 that 
the county retained to cover 
property taxes that had been 
deferred during all the years the 
property had been classified as 
timbcrland. 


“The first thing the county did 
was to claim we were changing 
ownership on the land and that 
we had to pay the deferred taxes 
on the timber,” Mrs. Owens said. 


'The Owenses filed a tort cioun 
against the county, asking that 
the tax money be returned. They 
arc adamant that the actual use 
of the property has not changed. 
In fact, they said they still have 
the same timber management- 
plan.

New Mexico’s hatcheries, which 
supply a little less than half of 
the trout to state waters. 

OfHcials said that because the 
San Juan relies mostly on fish- 
eries for its trout stock, the. dis- 
ease' should not affect the river’s 
status as one of the nation’s top 
10 trout rivers. Trout caught in 
the San Juan often ore referred 


to .as footballs because of the 
girth many of them obtain in the 
nutrient-rich waters that flow' 
from the bottom of Navajo Lake. 

“It impacts naturally reproduc- 
ing populations,” Fisheries 
Division Chief Jack. Kelly said 
“Wednesday. “Our job will be to 
produce whirling-free fish from' 
our hatcheries. We’llcontinue'to 
stock the San Juan.” 

The department in December 
sampled fish from Navajo Dam to 
Rainbow Lodge several miles 
downstream from the end of the 
Quality Waters. 

Fish from all three lots tested 
po^tive for the disease, with fish 
-in-the upper reaches-of the 
“Quality Waters” showing a 
heavy infestation of the whirling 
disease spores. 

Kelly said the -high level of 
spores suggests the disease has 
been present in the San Juan for 
some time.

Zions, First Security merger will bring 700 layoffs

SALT LAKE CITY - Zions 
Bancorporation and First 
Security Corp. have announced 
they will lay off more than 700 
workers as a result of the compa- 
nies’ merger. ' 

The companies - which both 
have branches in the Magic 
Valley - want to reduce their 
17,000-employee work force by 
about 10 percent and hoped to 
do it primarily thrqugh attrition. 

A companywidc hiring freeze 
in effect since they announced 
their plans to merge in June 
helped reduce employment by 


about 900 people, said Clark 
Hinckley, Zions’ human 
resources manager, who con- 
firmed the number of planned 
layoffs Wednesday. Hinckcly 
was quoted in a copyright story 
in The Salt Lake Tribune. 

Those who will lose tlieir jobs 
ore receiving letters telling them 
when they will be terminated. 
The workers are in the banks’ 
accounting, information technol- 
ogy- auditing, payroll, human 
. resources, budgeting and o'thcr 
administrative departments. 

Many employees arc being 
^ven weeks or months of notice. 
Some arc being asked to remain 


until the merger receives stock- 
holder approval, likely in the - 
first or second quarter of this 
year. Others are being asked to 
stay until their departments arc 
completely integrated, which 
could be as late os fall. 

“If they’re willing to stay for as 
long as we need them, they will 
be eligible for a severance pack- 
age,” Hinckley said. Those who 
leave earlier lose their sever- 
ance packages. 

The unemployment rate in the 
Salt Lake City-Ogden area is 
only about 3 percent, and over- 
^ jobs are plentiful. But admin- 
istrative jobs of the quality 


offered at First Security and 
Zions are scarce, said Ken 
Jensen, Utah Department of 
Workforce Services chief econo- 
mist. 

“Many people will have a diffi- 
cult time finding equivalent 
employment In. this market,” he 
said. 

The severance packages gener- 
ally provide two weeks of pay for. 
each year worked, Hinckley said. 

The new company also will pay 
for half the cost of continuing 
their health-insurance coverage 
under the federal Consolidated 
Omnibus Budget Reconciliation 
Act, which requires employers to 


continue to cover terminated 
employees as long as 18 months. 
The premiums are expensive 
because the employer no longer 
is required to subsidize them. 

Hinckley said that First 
Security and Zions have agreed 
to pay for half of the cost of the 
premiums under the COBRA 
program for the number of 
weeks the employee is entitled 
.to be paid severance.

Gates promotes longtime friend to GEO post

REDMOND, Wash. - Microsoft 
chairman Bill Gates on Thursday pro- 
moted longtime friend and president 
Steve Ballmer to chief executive offi- 
cer of the software giant that Gates 
founded. 

• Gates said he was taking the action 
so he could return “to what I love most 
focusing on technologies for the 
future.” 

Gates, who has turned over much of 
the day-to-day operations of Mfcrosqft 
to Ballmer over the past year and a 
half, will remain chairman but will 
also take the titled “chief software 
architect.” 

In making the move, Gates stepped 
aside os chief executive. 

; Though Gates has focused more of 
hiis efforts on his vision for Microsoft 
aqd thp computer industry in recent 
months, Thursday’s announcement did 
i\ot necessarily mean he is giving up 
any power in the company he co- 


founded in 1975 with Paul Allen. 

Microsoft has made Gates the 
wealthiest’privatc individual in the 
world, with a fortune estimated at over 
$80 billion. 

Gates said he planned to dedicate all 
. of his time to:ialdng Microsoft beyond 
its fla^hip product, the Windows 2000 
operating ^tem, to a new way of com- 
puting over thClntemet. 


'He said he espraally wonts to dcvel- 
. op sofmare services that will be. host- 


ed on the Internet and made part of 
future versions of Windows. 

Microsoft is working to make its pop- 
ular software, especially Its Office 
suite of business programs, available 
over the Internet, In addition to the - 
traditional way of loading it onto indi- 
vidual persoiuti computers. 

Gates said he made “a personal.ded- 
sion, one I have discussed with Steve 
and our board of directors for some 
time. 

“Steve’s promotion will allow me 
to dedicate myself full time to my 


possion - building great software and 
- strategizing on the future and nur- 
turing and collaborating with the 
. core team helping Steve run the 
company. 

Ballmer will retain his title of presi- 
dent. He also will be ^ven a seat on 
Microsoft’s board of directors. 

“I’m certainly honored and very, 
very excited about the opportunity,” 
Ballmer said. 

The announcement came after regu- 
lar trading had finished on the Nasdaq 
Stock Market, where shares of 
hUcrosoft rose $2 to S107.81Z5. 

In after-hours trading shares were 
drifting slightly lower. 

David Wu, .a financial analyst at 
ABN Amro in San Francisco, said 
there are few differences between 
Ballmer and Gates. 

“Other than the fact that Steve 
Ballmer is less rich than fiUl Gates, 
those two are Siamese twins,” Wu said.

America Online's proposed acquisition of 
old media giant Time Warner wul create a 
$342 billion new media behemoth that will 
have die power to dream big dreams, huge 
dreams, even humongous dreams. 

But for all the superlatives that can be lav- 
ished on the deal, &e question for most con- 
sumers is a simple one: What types of new 
services and products will come out of this 
gigantic convergence of forces? 

The answer may be surprisingly little, at 
least in the short term. 

To be^ with, the deal will probably take 
at least another nine months to close and 
alter that both companies will spend time 
wrestling vd\h the nitty-gritty issues of run- 
ning the fourth-la'rgest company in the 
United States. 

But in the coming year, the companies will 
be taking a few baby steps in their pursuit of 
bringing high-speed Internee connections to 


the masses, and filling that digital pipe with 
terabits of video, music and a variety of other 
products. 

America Online has been talking for sever- 
al years about a type of television connected 
. to the Internet that viewers will be able to 
use to buy products, communicate with 
friends and interact wi^ television shows. 

The idea of interactive television, which 
has been tried and abandoned by others in 
the past, has never quite caught on with con- 
'sumers partly because no one has managed 
to' make interactivity with a TV ^at easy or 
compelling. It may take years before some 
company strikes the right balance of price 
and programming to m^e this combination 
technology worthwhile.

In some cases, taxpayers are 
asked to record their question 
with the IRS and leave a tele- 
phone number, with the answer 
promised within three business 
days. ■ . 

The IRS is aiming for a phone 
response rate of 85 percent by 
2001. This year, Cosgrave said, 
“we will be somewhere between 
70 and 85 percent.” 

Taxpayers can also access the 
IRS Web site - irs.gov - and find 
answers to dozens of questions. 
Last year, the page received 
nearly 794 million hits, a 114 


percent increase from' 1998. In 
addition, 155,000' people e- 
mailed questions to the agency, 
although accuracy was a prob- 
lem there, too. 

Sluggish phone service is only 
■the tip'of an iceberg at the IRS 
that dates back to the 1960s: on 
ancient system of tape comput- 
er files that store all U.S. tax- 
payer data. These tapes can 
only be updated once a week, 
meaning even simple questions 
about refunds and payments 
can take days to answer. 

After years of fits and starts - 
and billiqns of wasted dollars - 
the IRS is in the midst of a 
multi-year computer moderniza- 
tion program aimed at improv- 
ing accessibility (o taxpayer 
daia,~improve electronic filing 
and improve taxpayer assis- 
tancc..- 

The.iniproved phone system is 
a part of that. The next step, 
Cosgrave said, .is to have all 
paper correspondence from tax- 
payers immediately logged 'in 
and imaged so that IRS workers 
will have the most up-to-date 
records - a seemingly simple 
task that has long eluded the 
service. 

In future years, those tape 
taxpayer files will be gradually 
switched over to modern disks, 
u.munumcntal project involving 
some of the largest computer 
files in the world. Risks include 
loss of taxpayer data, account 
mistakes or delays. 

“There’s a reason nobody has 
replaced .the master files in 35

NEW YORK (AP) - Stocks rose 
Thursday after a rc^rt of relative- 
ly modest inflation boosted the 
bond market and calmed jittery 
stock investors. Financial shares 
led the Dow Jones industrials- to a 
new closing record. 

The Dow rose 31.33 to dose at 
11,582.43, JUst past its previous 
record of 11,57220. 

Broader stock indicators also 
. dosed hi^er. The Nasdaq-com- 
posite index broke out of a two- 
day slump to finish up 107.19 at 
3,957.21. The Standard & Poor’s 
SOOrose 17.43 to 1.449.68. 

Stocks rose afler the Labor 
Department said inflation 
remained largdy under control in 
1999. The department's Producer 
Price Index, which measures infla- 
tion pressures before they rcadi 
the consumer, shot up 3 percent in 
1999, the biggest increase in nine 
years. 

But most of the increase came 
from the volatile energy sector. 
Excluding energy, wholesale 
prices rose just 0.9 percent last 
, year. For December, the index

The power of the free access 
movement is not just its great . 
price, but that it opens up a host 
of possibilities for bundling and 
pa^aging with other products, 
such as new computers, which 
usually requires a three-year 
commitment to one service 
provider. 

-Gens, of IDC, said free 
Internet access could change 
this even further. Online retail-' 
ers, such as discount retailer 
Kmarc’s BlueLight.com, have 
just begun offering firce Internet 
access to customers as a way to 
encourage people to shop 
online, Gens said. 

He said the Bluelight model 
of free access could pose a seri- 
ous challenge to AOI^ which has 
already been bloodied by the 
widespread free access move- 
ment in Europe. 

“Customers d(>n’t pay to walk 
into their bank or a store,” Gens 
said, “why should they have to 
pay to enter stores that are on 
the Internet." 

.Gens said the idea behiiid- 
free Internet access was shnllar — 
to retailers providing a toll-free 
number to encourage customers 
to buy from them over the 
phone. 

“The real money is about buy- 
ing clothing or cars or sto^ on 
the Internet,” he said. “The 
computers and the access part is 
just how you get there to buy 
those thin^”
